Attempting to evade federal in- 
come tax will be riskier than ever 
this year. 


The deadline for 1949 income tax 


returns and payments comes Wed- 
nesday midnight, and the internal 
revenue bureau is set to give the 
54,000,000 expected returns closer 
scrutiny 'han in the past. 


Add Investigator* 


Officials said today some 3,500 


investigators have been added to 
the bureau's check-up forces in the 
last year. Congress has been asked 
to provide funds to add about 3,000 
mure. 


Meanwhile, the bureau has been 


shifting more of its personnel to 
investigation 
work as machines 


are installed to take over more and 
more of the routine clerical duties. 


Officials stressed that most of 


the "errors" in tax returns ap- 
parently are innocent and not the 
result of efforts to evade taxes. 


They point out that nearly a mil- 


lion errors were caught in one re- 
cent year, yet fewer than 500 per- 
sons were prosecuted for deliber- 
ate tax fraud. 


Anyone who files a return and 


later remembers an omission or 
error can file an amended return 
without fear of being treated as a 
swindler. 


Electronic Devices 


Mere mathematical 
errors in 


figuring the tax usually will be 
caught 
by electronic calculator 


machines that have been installed 
in big city collection districts. 


An operator copies off on a 


punch card machine the income, 
deduction, exemption and 
with- 


holding figures the tax payer puts 
on his return, then feeds the punch 
card into the calculating machine. 
It rapidly shows the correct tax 
amount, for matching against the 
taxpayers figure. 


The machine, however, can't tell 


if the taxpayer gave the bureau 
correct figures on income, deduc- 
tion, exemptions, etc. That's where 
the investigators come in. 


Naturally they scrutinize large 


income returns more closely—a 
closer-than-ever check is to be 
made this year on returns from in- 
comes of $7,000 to $25,000—and 
special attention is given to re- 
turns with suspiciously large de- 
ductions, for instance.

Are We Due for War ith Russia? 


The most fateful question facing the world today can be 


stated in five words: "Is war with Russia inevitable?" Prob- 
ably something like 5,000,000,000 words have been used in 
trying to answer it. 


The arguments on the positive side are both compelling 


and depressing. Men of the highest sincerity and ability 
obviously believe that, sooner or later, the world will be 
plunged into the most ghastly global conflict it has yet seen, 
led on the one hand by the Soviet Union and on the other by 
the United States. But the arguments on" the negative side 
are powerful too. They have been extremely well presented 
In a reader's Digest article written by George F. Kennan, 
counselor of the State Department, and an acknowledged au- 
thority on Russia. Because of th£ importance of the sub- 
ject, tie magazine has waived the usual copyright privileges, 
mnd has granted permission 8to quote from or reprint the 
article, provided credit is given. 


Mr. Kennan presents his arguments for peace in ques- 


tfon-and-an*wer form. Vint, he asks, "Are the Russians 
planning to make war on us?" He believes that "current 
Stalinist doctrine does not demand war," even though Lemn 
and other leaders frequently said that a communist-capitalist 
world clash was inevitable. Present-day communist teach- 
ing, he points out, holds that capitalism will collapse from 
within, of its own weakness—hence it does not have to be 
destroyed from without. Moreover, Russia has never in al! 
history attempted aggression at great distances—she has al- 
ways expanded slowly, on a bit-by-bit basis. Lastly, she is 
•training every resource to make herself infc) a modern indus- 
trial state, and war would shatter that program. 


Mr. Kennan's second question is, "How does Russia's de- 


velopment of atomic weapons affect this situation?" The 
available evidence leads him to believe the bomb does not 
affect It very much. It is extremely,unlikely that Russia 
ha« anywhere near enough bombs to say nothing of the 
means of delivering them, to cripple the U. S. and bring us 
to immediate terms. If her initial blow were not decisive 
•hawould face merciless retaliation. Her hard-won industrial 
development, pride of the communist leadership, would face 
nun. And, he adds, "The masters of the Kremlin . 
are 


Hot suicidally inclined." 


Question three consists of .three potent words, "Is war 


possible? 
Of course it is, he observes, and for several rea- 


son*. Wars can arise by accident. They can result from 
the fear of attack, and the idea that it is necessary to strike 
first. They can arise from ignorance of the true situation 
Bo it would be the worst kind of ostrich-like tactics to write 
war off as impossible and draw a deep breath of relief 
But 


on the credit side, Mr. Kennan, finds no "valid reason for 
regarding war as probable at an early date. 


Question four asks, "Where, in these circumstances, 


must the accent of U. S. policy lie, with respect to the Com- 
munist danger." First, he argues, we must pursue a "vig- 
orous and hopeful" foreign policy which will attempt to solve 
international differences without recourse to shooting war. 
This means a continuance of the "'cold war" as the best strat- 
•gy opened to us at the moment. And "we must continue to 
take an intelligent and helpful interest in the efforts of peo- 
nle everywhere to withstand the sort of pressures which are

In August a trial plane 
crashed, killing four persons. That 
September the British Overseas 
Airways Corp. (BOAC) rejected it 
for passenger service.
